Teaching about the sanctity of life, using graphic vis uals, performing sonogreams 
- all are important, and we'll continue to do them in 2003. But, more importantly 
is presenting the gospel message - the need to be born again by faith and not 
by works. This is Gateway's challenge in 2003. 

The notes in the NASV of the Open Bible (p. 1 1 16 and 1 117) put it best: 
"Man, not willing to accept God's remedy for his ruin, strives to bring about his 
own salvation by human means: 

(1) He strives for self -righteousness, when he needs to be made the 
'righteousness of God' (2 Cor, 5:21) 

(2) He strives to reform, when he needs to be regenerated (Titus 3:5) 

(3) He strives to turn over a new leaf, when he needs a new life 

(4) He strives to be justified by the Law when he needs to be justified by 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ (Galatians 2:16) 

(5) He strives to clean up the old man, when he needs to be made a new man 
in Christ (Ephesians 4:24) 

(6) He strives to be saved by good works, when he needs salvation by the 
grace of God (Eph. 2:8-9) 

The only remedy for the ruin of man is the Son of God, being made sin for us 
on the cross. The only way to receive this remedy is by faith in Him as 
personal Savior."

'A new leaf or a new life?' 


Humility is defined as the ability to understand ones position before God. We are building 
His kingdom, not our ministry. We are seeking the salvation of others, not 'trophies' for 
our own glory. We are ambassadors for Christ, not self-sent activists ( 2 Cor. 5:20) We 
attempt to change hearts, not behavior. We bring the need for Christ to the individual heart, 
not the demands of Christian living to a non-Christian society. We allow Jesus to transform 
lives, rather than impose reform on society (@ Cor. 7:10). 

Although sharing the pro-life message is part of Christian discipleship, it is not the message 
of the Gospel. The gospel (good news) is that Jesus saves, not that we are to save babies. 
It's all about focus. If our focus is to bring Jesus to the lost, we have an eternal ministry; if 
our focus is only to change minds and hearts on abortion, we have a temporal focus and an 
impossible task. Only the Holy Spirit can change a heart. 

Gateway challenges men and women to commit their hearts and lives to a person (Jesus 
Christ) not to a change in behavior. Turning over a new leaf can never compare to turning 
over ones life to the God who made them and loves them and is willing to forgive them. 

What is your focus in ministry for 2003 - reformation or transformation? If it's the later, 
join us at Gateway as we bring the gospel of eternal life to hearts prepared by a loving God.
